Our enemies are 
headed by the clergy, the legitimate descendants 
of those who issuec from the old monasteries 
and priories, to fight for worldly power in the 
civil wars of England.

members in wrath at their faithfulness to God 
and his suffering poor. But excommunication 
has lost its terrors. It scares only the conscien- 
tious who remain behind. The church has per- 
secuted the abolitionists till it has emboldened 
timid woman to take Popery by the very fore- 
head. It has contemned woman till she has 
deen driven to the assertion of her original dig. 
nity in the scale of creation. It has excom- 
municated her brother for offences against its 
arbitrary prerogative, in which offences she 
joined, whik it contemptuously passed her by, 
as unworthy even of punishment or notice.— 
She has in some instances taught the pro-slavery 
church organization its mistake of her character, 
by promptly excommunicating it from her fellow- 
ship. A noble instance of this has but just oc- 
curred in the case of some of the anti slavery 
women of this village, who have withdrawn all 
recognition of its christianity from the pro- 
slavery church under the control of the Rev. 
Daniel J. Noyes. Anti-Slavery is ever aggres. 
sive. It makes no defensive war. It has no. 
thing to do with vindication or defence. It is 
carrying this principle into prompt practice with 
the church in New-Hampsbire. 

The church is the strong hold of slavery. — 
Abolitiovists have protected it there by fellow- 
shipping the pro-slavery church. Let us with- 
draw that protection, and the monster will get 
but a scanty shelter from the State.
